Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on March 07, 2008 in Appeal Brief have been fully 
considered and they are deemed to be persuasive; therefore. Examiner respectfully submits that 
claims 1-28 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The closet prior art, Tian et al, US Patent No. 5,671,353, teaches a structure providing a 
plurality of semantic definition and validation objects and a method which semantically validates 
a DICOM message by passing the message through the structure. The closest prior art fails to 
anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
